The franchise for the Piedmont Pow- 


er Company, which the electric light 
committee will report favorably to the 


general council next Monday afternoon, 
carries a number of important stipua- 
tions. 

The franchise first permits the com- 
pany to use all streets and alleys for 
the laying of conduits and the erection 
of poles, and the stretching of wires 
with which to supply heating, lighting 
and power In the city. 

It provides that the company shal! 
pay the city |! per cent on all gross re- 
ceipts for three years; 2 per cent for 
the following twenty vears, and 3 per 
cent’ thereafter. 

The proviso is made that if the city, 
at any time, establishes its own electric 
power plant, the payment of the tax 
shall cease. 

The company agrees to hold, for the 
the use of Atlanta, one duct in each 
conduit laid, the use of which shall be 
free of charge. 

The company agrees to accept or re- 
ject the contract within ninety days, 
and to begin work within ninety days 
later. The electric current must be 
furnished the city within two years 
after the acceptance of the contract. 

As stated in yesterday's Constitution, 
the company has a capital stock of 
$3,000,000, and is backed by some of 
the leading financiers and capitalists 
of the city. 

It proposes to furnish to the city 
18,000 electric horse power at rates

‘FARMERS AND TARIFF COMMISSION. 


No subject of national scope has, in years, aroused so active an interest 
as the proposal to create a permanent tariff commission. 

Persons of all shades of opinion upon tariff policies have warmly wel- 
comed the suggestion, with its possibilities of removing the tariff largely 
out of the realm of partisan politics. 

In a recent editorial of enthusiastic approval, Editor J. Lindsay John- 
son, of The Rome Tribune, points out the importance of this solution of the 
tariff problem to the agricultural interests of the country and particularly 
of the south, and suggests that the matter of securing a tariff commission 
of the right kind would be a splendid field for the activity of the Farmers’ 
Union under the direction of President Charles S. Barrett. 

‘There is no doubt about the fact that the farmers of the countrv have 
large interests at stake which would be well served by a proper and just 
revision of the tariff. 

Hoth from a standpoint of self-interest and from that of the national 
good, can agricultural America well afford to get back of the tariff com- 


,

mission project. 

Editor Johnson points out some of the important advantages which 
would accrue nationally from this method of dealing with the tariff prob- 
lems: 

Through the investigations and report of such commission only can con- 
gress obtain all the facts that are germane to the subject in all its varied 
relations to our large and growing manufacturing interests; our commerce 
with foreign countries; its bearing upon our agricultural interests; and a freer 
outlet for such of our exports as are demanded in European countries: And 
not less important is it to pave the way for a better understanding and outlet 
for our manufactured goods in South and Central America and such other 
countries as May prove a market for our goods. And especially are we inter- 
ested in devising some means by which our products shall. be transported on 
every sea and to every port upon American ships. 


Equally, if not more, important is the necessity of removing periodic 
tariff agitation as a disturber of commerce, in which capacity the country 
is how getting an example of it in full force. 

The tariff, as Editor Johnson points out, should be handled neither as 
a* political nor as a partisan question, but purely as a business proposition. 

Until the tariff is put upon a business basis, agitation of it will con-

Sugar. 

The sugar market developed strength 
in the past week in direct contrast with 
the recent expectation of lower prices 
under stress of the active movement of 
a large Cuban crop. Receipts at the 
Principal ports at the island are run- 
ning 79,00 tons weekly, yet shippers, by 
holding off, were able to obtain 1-8c 
advance from refiners for March 
ment. The Federal, which started 
buying, paid as high as 2 7-I6c for 
April shipment, but the other interests 
merely protected their March commit- 
ments at 2 3-8. It is 
note that nothing further is heard of 
the 2-cent cost, and freight production, 
the firmness of Europe thus far effcct- 
ively preventing the refineries from 
dominating the situation to the degree 
usual at this time of the vear. 
receipts here of raw sugar have been 
very heavy, and melting of refiners are 
increasing. The refined situation has 
been complicated bv the competition 
of the leading independent refiners for 
business, this creating marked uncer- 
tainty among independent brokers and 
grocers.
